INNISFIL — A four-month under¬ 
cover investigation into drug trafficking 
has led to the arrests of more than a 
dozen people. 

Last Thursday, 13 people were 
charged with numerous drug-related 
offences in an undercover sting by 
South Simcoe police. 

Project Hercules, an intelligence- 
driven undercover investigation, also 
involved Nottawasaga OPP and the 
Stratford police officers. 

It was intended to target street-level 
criminal activity in Innisfil and Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury. 

Officers seized approximately one 
ounce of cocaine, 50 Percocet 
painkillers, packaging, scales, debt lists 
and a stolen motorized scooter from 
the man's residence. Police say he is 
charged with trafficking cocaine to an 
undercover officer on six separate 
occasions.

Tips on protecting yourself in a commercial 
transaction: 

1. Understand in your own mind what it is 
that you are expecting to get from the 
transaction.

3. Ask questions about the various 
provisions as often as necessary in 
order to satisfy yourself that you fully 
understand. 

4. Depending on the transaction, consult 
your lawyer before signing. 

5. Note in writing any objections that you 
may have to a particular provision in the 
agreement. 

6. As for amendments to the agreement, if 
you desire changes. Get them in writing. 

7. Obtain and keep in a safe place, a copy 
of any agreement you have signed. 

8. Do your research - compare prices, see 
what others in the market are offering 
before you make a decision. Make only 
an informed decision. 

9. Walk away if you are not fully satisfied or 
comfortable. 

10. Always ask about, clarify and get in 
writing any warranties that are applicable 
to the product being purchased. 

“No Interest until...” 

Many companies, especially in the furniture 
and appliance industry, advertise “no interest 
until...” What does this mean? Most people 
believe it means that interest will not start 
to accrue until the advertised date. However, 
whet it really means is that you will not pay 
interest until the advertised date. Therefore, 
if you do not pay for the items until after the 
date advertised (or if you have an outstanding 
balance) then all the interest, calculated from 
the date of purchase, will become payable.

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Canada can 
be proud 
of its aid 
to refugees 

T he irony could not be more profound: With the recent 
passing of the 100th anniversary of the First World 
War, the “war to end all wars/' the globe's refugee pop¬ 
ulation has eclipsed 50 million for the first time since the 
great conflict that followed that bloodbath a generation 
later. 

Not since the Second World War has the planet known so 
many people driven from their homes or countries by vio¬ 
lence, the United Nations refugee agency reports. The tide 
of human misery on the move is so great, it would rank as 
the world's 26th-largest nation — just ahead of South Korea 
— if contained within one set of borders. 

Against that grim backdrop, it's easy to feel helpless — 
even guilty —- in Canada, isolated from much of the tumult 
by our frozen geography at the top of an affluent continent. 

Unlike the Mideast, where a civil war in Syria has created 
a new refugee crisis, we do not have to confront the prob¬ 
lem of displaced masses suddenly spilling across our bor¬ 
ders. Oceans and a large southern neighbour insulate us 
from pop-up refugee camps. 

Unlike southern Europe, we do not face the reality, 
either, of desperate arrivals landing on our shores in leaky 
boats. We are simply too far away. 

Even the U.S., its back door on our hemisphere's worst 
trouble spots, knows problems relatively foreign to Canada, 
with more undocumented immigrants living within its bor¬ 
ders than the population of every province except Ontario. 

That said, Canadians — however physically remote from 
the disasters, deprivations and despots that fuel refugee 
waves — can be justifiably proud of the helping hands we 
extend. 

The same UN agency that keeps tabs on the world's 
refugee population counts 160,000 refugees living in 
Canada and another 22,000 asylum seekers. That's a drop 
in the global bucket, but nothing to sneeze at for a relatively 
small country. 

Yes, we can do better by accepting more refugees and 
offering more resettlement programs, but Canada already 
punches above its weight helping in more ways than one, 
ranking ninth in the world in government contributions to 
the UN High Commission on Refugees. 

We may be removed from the global refugee crisis, but 
we're anything but aloof.

Temporary Foreign Workers plan 
needs some big adjustments 


Most aspects of the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment's latest overhaul of the Tempo¬ 
rary Foreign Workers program are to be 
applauded. 

But for some users of the program - 
the ones who play by the rules - the 
latest reforms will make things need¬ 
lessly difficult. 

I refer not only to the new fees but 
also to the complex application process, 
with its attendant delays in the all-too- 
common situation where skilled workers 
are needed quickly. These effectively 
penalize responsible employers by forc¬ 
ing them to cover the costs of increased 
enforcement. 

This increased enforcement has been 


brought on by those who break the rules. 
Why should those who did not cause this 
problem now have to pay for it? 

Let me emphasize: I am not referring 
to fast food outlets when I refer to the 
users who play by the rules. I refer to 
companies and unions, like our own, 
that use the program to plug temporary 
gaps in the availability of skilled workers. 

Without temporary foreign workers to 
keep projects moving forward in these 
situations, our own members and other 
Canadians would lose jobs. This is what 
the Temporary Foreign Workers program 
was supposed to prevent. 

There is no question of exploitation in 
our program: workers get the same 


wages and benefits as do our Canadian 
members, and their rent and transporta¬ 
tion are paid for. They pay no commis¬ 
sions or other hidden charges to 
unscrupulous labour brokers. 

The chronic mismatch of labour 
supply and demand is a systemic prob¬ 
lem that should be addressed proactively 
and collaboratively by governments, 
unions and employers. 

What we would like to see is stream¬ 
lining the rules for those who play by 
them.

The 16th annual Don Biederman Memorial 
OSCAAR Super Late Model championships 
took place at Sunset International Speedway 
on Saturday and Sunday and just managed to 
dodge the rainstorms that swept through the 
area, to get in two full nights of racing.

Simcoe County 
looking for 
organic waste 
solutions

County officials are looking for a 'made at home' solution to future organic 
waste collection. 

Audit data for the county indicates almost 40% of curbside garbage being land- 
filled consists of organics that could have been diverted through existing pro¬ 
grams. The county currently collects 50,300 tonnes of organic material per year, 
including diapers and pet waste, and is shooting for 71% diversion by 2010 and 
77% diversion by 2030. 

Green bin material, also called source-separated organics (SSO), is currently 
hauled by the county to AIM Environmental in Hamilton. The final product, com¬ 
post, is sold as a soil amendment. 

The five-year contract with AIM expires in late 2018 so county officials are con¬ 
sidering their options. 

Development of a local organics processing facility — which could process both 
green bin and leaf and yard waste materials — was approved by council in 2010 in 
the county's Solid Waste Management Strategy and public information sessions 
about the the development of the facility were recently held at the Simcoe County 
Museum. 

"We'll have a look at whether our own facility makes sense economically and 
environmentally," said Rob McCullough, the county's director of solid waste man¬ 
agement. "We're looking to create a more home-grown solution to organic pro¬ 
cessing. 

"We're trying to make a divertable material that we can use later," said Rob 
McCullough, the county's director of solid waste management, adding that the 
final product wouldn't exactly be fertilizer, but the previously mentioned 'soil 
amendment'. 

Keeping organics where they belong in the waste management process is 
important, he said. 

"It's organic materials which are causes of methane gas discharge into the 
atmosphere," he said. "And organics add to the strength of the leachate, the 'juice' 
of the landfill, so you have to collect it and send it to a water treatment facility." 

The Solid Waste Management Strategy recommended that various technology 
options be explored, including those that could handle the addition of other 
organic materials to the program such as pet waste and diapers. Currently, 19% of 
trash going to county landfills is pet waste and 9% is diapers. 

Pet waste isn't processed at the facility currently used by the county and the 
plastic in diapers is also a challenge, McCullough said. 

"It's something that needs to be investigated," he said 

Finding a site for the facility will be an 18-month process and the search will 
consider all applicable legislation, best practices and the county's current waste 
management system. 

There will be opportunity for public consultation and discussion with stake¬ 
holders at various stages of the siting process, McCullough said. 

"We're at the very beginning of the process. There will be lots of opportunity to 
provide input and thoughts about it," he said. "We have to create more opportuni¬ 
ties to divert additional materials and do a better job of diverting the things we 
already have programs for." 

He said by the end of the summer, a staff report — including a detailed financial 
analysis and business case — about the organics processing facility will be posted 
to the county's website at www.simcoe.ca/opf. 

"People can sign up to be notified of developments and given the opportunity 
to provide comments," McCullough said.

Your daily walk just may be the reason you 
can still find your car keys. 

That's because healthy living isn't only 
good for your heart - it's also good for your 
brain. 

Research shows dementia, stroke and heart 
disease share common risk factors. The good 
news is they also share the same lifestyle 
choices that can reduce the risks. 

“The fact that stroke, dementia and heart 
disease are among the most threatening ill¬ 
nesses of aging, and they share common 
risks, means that when we make healthy 
lifestyle choices now - we are reducing our 
chances of getting not one, but three, differ¬ 
ent diseases as we age,'' says Dr. Kim McKen¬ 
zie, geriatric medicine specialist at Royal Vic¬ 
toria Regional Health Centre (RVH). 

The connection between stroke, dementia 
and heart disease means that when a person 
experiences one, the odds of developing the 
others is increased. That's why it's important 
for people to know the same recommenda¬ 
tions for preventing strokes also apply to 
delaying the dementia of Alzheimer's disease. 

So that means eating healthy, daily exer¬ 
cise, and quitting smoking amount to a Triple 
threat' when it comes to reducing the risks for 
stroke, heart disease and dementia. 

“Management of hypertension and dia¬ 
betes, exercise and a heart healthy diet, even 
in midlife, is crucial for the prevention of 
dementia and stroke,'' says McKenzie. 

The connection between dementia, stroke 
and heart disease is so strong three agencies - 
the Ontario Stroke Network, the Alzheimer's 
Society of Ontario and the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation - have joined forces to share a 
common message of prevention. 

Stroke still remains the leading cause of 
adult disability in Canada. Last year, more 
than 50,000 Canadians suffered a stroke - 
that's one every 10 minutes. 

Sadly, each year 14,000 Canadians die from 
stroke, making it the third leading cause of 
death in Canada. 

The Central East Stroke Network (CESN), 
based at RVH, is committed to improving 
organized stroke care and delivery in the 
region. CESN is one of 11 regional 
programs established across the 
province to implement the Ontario 
Stroke System. The goal is to 
improve access to prevention and 
care in order to reduce stroke inci¬ 
dence, mortality and disability. 

“We know that in North Simcoe 
Muskoka there has been a steady 
improvement in stroke prevention, 
management and rehabilitation,'' 
says Cheryl Moher, regional direc¬ 
tor, Central East Stroke Network 
(CESN). “This is good news for resi¬ 
dents in this area. While progress is 
being made, there is ongoing work 
taking place to improve patient 
access to care. And that is why the 
CESN and RVH are working with 
the North Simcoe Muskoka Local 
Health Integration Network, hospi¬ 
tals and community partners across 
the region to further enhance the 
stroke care system.'' 


Sharing the stroke prevention 
message of healthy living and how it 
can reduce the risks for other dis¬ 
eases such as dementia, is part of 
the CESN mandate to reduce the 
incidence of stroke across the 
region. 

“The best defence against the 
onset of stroke, as well as heart dis¬ 
ease and dementia, is a good 
offence - healthy living," says 
McKenzie.

Search warrants executed

Police did not provide a street-level value 
of the drugs seized. 

“All those big-city problems are in our town 
now/' Mayor Barb Baguley said Friday after¬ 
noon. “It's up to the neighbours to get 
involved. If things don't seem right or don't 
look right, call Crime Stoppers. That could be 
the one piece of the puzzle that's missing/' 

According to South Simcoe police, under¬ 
cover officers bought drugs from several sus¬ 
pects, while others were identified as persons 
of interest for various criminal offences. 

Last Thursday, search warrants were exe¬ 
cuted at a Lefroy pizzeria, as well as the per¬ 
sonal residence of an Innisfil man whom 
police say is a self-professed member of the 
Hells Angels, although South Simcoe police 
Const. Rich Williamson says no gang-related 
charges were laid. 

"We're proud of the results after the effort 
we put in. Stratford police assisted with intel¬ 
ligence, part of the province-wide co-opera¬ 
tion that makes these types of projects suc¬ 
cessful," he said. 

"This project is an example of Ontario 
police services utilizing shared resources and 


cooperation between police partners," 
Williamson added. "Criminals do not recog¬ 
nize boundaries, and it's important for them 
to realize that policing agencies will co-oper¬ 
ate to make the cities and towns of the 
province a safe place to live." 

Williamson said while there is no sugges¬ 
tion that wiretaps were used in this project, 
'intelligence-driven' usually refers to the use 
of confidential informants and surveillance. 

Although an open sign hung in the window 
and a sandwich board outside Sergio's Pizze¬ 
ria stated the same thing, the shop was empty 
last Friday afternoon. 

Mike Kidd runs a mechanic shop beside 
the pizza joint. He said before it was was a 
restaurant it was a bong shop. 

In the last three years, town officials have 
been forced to clean up the property of 
garbage - and charge the owner for the work 
- because it was attracting vermin, Kidd said. 

“I have a pool out back and we couldn't use 
it because of the smell," he said. 

Kidd said he wasn't surprised by the arrests 
and hopes the alleged drug trade moves out 
of his neck of the woods. 

“I feel bad for the kids around here because 
they see what's going on and it attracts the 
wrong people to the area," Kidd said. 


More than 50 charges — related to drug 
trafficking, possession of stolen property, 
breaching court orders as well as outstanding 
warrants for arrest — have already been laid 
and police say further charges are expected 
as the investigation is concluded. 

Charged are: 

— a 34-year-old Bradford man (five counts 
of trafficking marijuana, five counts of pos¬ 
session and possession for the purpose of 
trafficking marijuana and one count traffick¬ 
ing MDMA out of a Bradford-area motel); 

— a 54-year-old Innisfil man (six counts of 
trafficking cocaine, six counts possession and 
possession for the purpose of trafficking 
cocaine); 

— a 54-year-old Innisfil woman (trafficking 
cocaine, two counts of possession and pos¬ 
session for the purpose of trafficking cocaine, 
possession of cocaine); 

— a 31-year-old Richmond Hill woman 
(possession and possession for the purpose 
of trafficking crack cocaine, possession of 
hydro morphine); 

— a 29-year-old Bradford man (possession 
of heroin, possession and possession for the 
purpose of trafficking cocaine, possession of 
cocaine); 

— a 25-year-old Holland Landing man 


(possession and possession for the purpose 
of trafficking cocaine); 

— a 27-year-old Bradford man (arrested on 
an outstanding warrant for fail to appear); 

— a 64-year-old Innisfil man (arrested on 
an outstanding warrant for prohibited driv- 
ing); 

— a 27-year-old Innisfil man (arrested on 
an outstanding warrant for prohibited driv- 
ing); 

— a 34-year-old Bradford man (arrested on 
an outstanding warrant for possession of 
stolen property); 

— a 20-year-old Bradford man (possession 
of cocaine, two counts fail to comply); 

— a 23-year-old Bradford man (arrested on 
an outstanding committal warrant, posses¬ 
sion of marijuana, possession of cocaine, 
three counts of fail to comply); 

— and a 32-year-old Bradford woman 
(stolen auto theft, possession of stolen prop¬ 
erty over $5,000, breach of undertaking). 

All were in Barrie bail court on Friday. 
There may be other arrests and charges as the 
investigation continues.

Six Georgian College students are willing to 
carry a heavy load to help Canadian soldiers 
suffering from post-traumatic stress disorder 
(PTSD). 

The Orillia campus policing students are 
among a group that will walk 303 kilometres 
while carrying 158 engraved bricks, repre¬ 
senting the 158 Canadian soldiers who have 
died in the line of duty in Afghanistan. 

“Some of us are carrying bricks of people 
that we know/' said Keith Dow, 27, a United 
States Army veteran who served one year in 
Iraq. 

The police foundations student is carrying 
the brick for his Canadian friend, Cpl. Jordan 
James Anderson, of Regina. 

The Road to Recovery Honour Ruck will 
begin July 20 at the Canadian Heroes head¬ 
quarters in Hamilton and end July 28 at the 
Royal Canadian Legion in Parry Sound. The 
men expect to walk up to 50 kilometres per 
day, with overnight stops in Mississauga, 
Nobleton, Thornton, Orillia (expected to be 
July 24), Gravenhurst and Bala. 

Jon Aldworth, a reservist with the Grey and 
Simcoe Foresters, will carry a brick in honour 
of Pte. Kevin McKay, of Horseshoe Valley, 
who was a Georgian College graduate of the 
carpentry program and who died while on 
duty in Afghanistan just days from the end of 
his tour. 

Rob Mullins joined the Canadian Forces in 
2006 and deployed to Afghanistan in 2008 as 
a paratrooper with the 3rd Battalion of the 
Canadian Regiment Infantry. He was repatri¬ 
ated about four months later after getting a 
viral infection. 

“I knew quite a few of the guys, so when 
Keith (Dow) mentioned it to me, I jumped all 
over it, ;; he said. 

Mullins will carry the bricks in memory of 
Pte. Brian Collier, of Bradford, Pte. Andrew 
Miller, of Sudbury, Cpl. Tyler Crooks, of Port 
Colborne, Pte. Michael Freeman, of Peterbor¬ 
ough, Pte. John Curwin, of Mount Uniaclce, 
N.S., and Master Cpl. Scott Vernelli, of Sault 
Ste. Marie. 

At the Parry Sound legion, the bricks will 
be used to build a monument to honour 
those who made the ultimate sacrifice, said

Dow. The Honour Ruck is also a fundraiser 
for Canadian Heroes to buy 300 acres of land 
to build a retreat for veterans and first 
responders suffering from PTSD. Dow's 
group has set a $20,000 fundraising goal. 

“This was something I really wanted to 
commit the time to,” Dow said, adding Geor¬ 
gian College has been supportive. 

Mullins said the walk is also a chance to 
raise awareness. 

“I know a lot of guys still suffering from 
PTSD. As much as it's a big thing in the 


media, there isn't a lot of support outside the 
military ... So, this retreat is a great opportu¬ 
nity,” he said. 

Veterans and first responders will be on the 
construction team as part of their rehabilita¬ 
tion, Mullins noted, adding, “I support the 
cause and I like the challenge. It will certainly 
be the farthest I've ever rucked." 

Matt Evans, an OPP auxiliary member, will 
take part in the walk out of respect for people 
who have served in the military. 

“I want to show support for those with 


PTSD. All first responders and soldiers will 
see something that will affect them differ¬ 
ently, so I think it's a great cause to have a 
place for these men and women to go to heal 
up and have support,” he said. 

People are welcome to join for all or part of 
the walk, Dow said, noting the Barrie Fire 
Department has some members taking part 
between Thornton and Orillia. 

“Not everyone can take a week off work,” 
he said.

Watch for Beach Postings 

Beach water quality monitoring usually begins mid June and 
continues to the end of August. 

An advisory is a warning to swimmers but it is not a beach 
closure. During an advisory, a beach is posted with warning 
signs when the water contains levels of bacteria that indicate 
there may be an increased risk of developing minor skin, eye, 
ear, nose and throat infections and stomach disorders. If you 
choose to swim during an advisory it may be prudent to avoid 
ducking your head or swallowing the water. 

A beach closure is issued when a catastrophic event occurs or 
an immediate risk to health is present. Sewage spills or toxic 
chemical releases are examples. Beach closures are rare. 

As we are now experiencing warmer temperatures, and 
we head off to our local beaches, you are encouraged to 
visit the website to ensure there is no advisory or closure.
